Two young Twin Palis men jirc 
convinced that the only .safe way to 
drive acro.s5 on Intersection Is 
stop their car. look in all directions 
and then proceed with caution. Hob- 
bllnR nround on crutches are Rich- 
ard Tlllcy, 320 Elm street north, and 
William Beck, 603 Hcyburn avenue,

The two men nna TlUey's wife 
were Injured In an intorsectlon- 
two-cnr collision on Oct. 4. 

Tllley had a cast removed from 
hLs right leg, broken In the collision, 
only Friday and Beck underwent 
surgery on his knee Just last week. 
Both, men arc still on crutches and 
probably will continue to use them 
tor a considerable time. 

Tllley's wife sustained -bBCk in^ 
juries and bruises. She and Her hus. 
band were hospitalized for two 
weeks. Tlllcy remained unconscious 
after the accident until noon the 
next day.

north and Fifth street with a vehicle

Tllley. partner with Orvllle Stokes 
In a loci I .service station, has been 
unable to work tor four months. He 
Is looking forward now to getting 
back on the Job regularly. His wife 
nbio w;is unable to work for a while 
following the collision. 

Beck, who Is employed by a local 
office .supply company, was unable 
to work for a while, 

Tllley Is still unable to bend his 
leg. He expects mobility to return 
gradually. Beck says the collision 
aggravated an old knee injury. He 
expects to be without normal use 
of his knee for quite a while. 

Driving his Volvo sedan proved 
somewhat difficult tor Tllley, At 
first, by removing the front passen- 
ger seat so that he could stretch out 
his leg, still encased In a cost, Tllley 



managed to get around town with 
his wile acting as chauffeur. Later, 
however, Tilley Icni-ned to operate 
his car by u-sing his left leg lo ac- 
celerate. 'clutch and brake, "I'm not 
sure that was legal." he says, "but 
I managed to do It, When I came to 
a stop I'd put the car In neutral and 
apply the brake," 

Getting In and out of cars posed 
a problem for both men. Tllley notes 
that it's enough trouble now with 
his cast removed to get Into the 
driver's seat to say nothing of the 
trouble involved with his leg In a 
cast. ' 



Bolh men agree that they exert 
more caution to driving now. "I'm 
still gun-shy," Tllley says, adding,

Electric power la now flowing from the first unit 
of tho hydro-electrlo, development of the famous Hells 
canyon reach ot the Snake river, between Idaho and 
Oregon. In another year or so the people • of the 
country will be reaimng a net return of 20 million 
dollars or more on this project. 

How Is this possible? It Is possible because the 
potenti al of this hnpresslve stretc h nf-jivet. lt being 
developed with private capital. .When the project Is 
tn full use, tho Idaho Power company. Its developer, 
will be paying about 10 million dollars a year In 
local, state and federal taxes on the property and 
the Income , from it. If Hells canyon power had been 
developed as a federal project, the Interest alone on 
the federal money Involved would be amounting to 
11 million dollars or more a year by the time It was 
completed. And there would be no taxes. The two 
figures -add to a substantlal gain for the people by 
turning down the long and Impassioned ciunpalgn 
to "save this last great damslte for the people" by 
having thejederai government develop it. 

Cost comparisons are interesting. Cost of a pro- 
posed federal project was estimated at over 353 mil- 
lion dollars for E'dam and- power plant and almost 
130 million dSllara more for transmission lines. Idaho 
Power company said It could do tho Job lor about 
a third of that, and that's what It Is doing. To date 
110 million doUars has been spent, and about 54 mil- 
lion dollars, more Is expected lo finish the Job. The 
people who wlU pay fo'r the electricity will save 
money from here on- out. 

Tlie complete project will be a monumental Illus- 
tration of the fact that government should do only 
those things which need doing and will not other- 
wise bo 'done. The federal government, Jiusi by stay- 
ing out of the Hells canyon Job, has done Uie people 
of the Northwest i^nd ot the entire nation a creni 
service.— The Arizona Republic

This also could be 
a major blow to farmers that de- 
lend on rabbit hunUng to control 
hese pesls that do many dollars 
worth of damage every year. 

The help the sportsman gives to 
Ihe stockman and farmers In the 
control • of predatory animals and 
pests should not be overlooked. The 
iport of rabbit hunting and rock 



chuck hunting Is mofe popular than 
game hunting of all kinds. Poison- 
ing of these pests is not the best 
answer as a poisoned nnhnal Is not 
(it for animal food whereas tons of 
rabbits that have been shot have 
keen shipped Wd used for mink 
lood.

John's nome vras t}urled among a 
lengthy list of 2,500 army majors 
published last Jan. 5 as being eli- 
gible for consideration for promo- 
tion due to time in rank.

This vast power is rooted In the 
basic lact which ileterinlnes tlir 
character of the house, ll.s size. 

With 435 members, unlimited de- 
bate would be chiiollc. In Iho senate, 
one man may filllbu.sler ns long a.s 
he can stay on his feet. "One liisl 
refuge of Individualism Is enough.' 
In the view of house leaders, "We're 
here to get some action." Thus the 
rules committee Is empowered lo 
allot debate time and othenvLse 
keep the hou.se at work. 

Because of the upper house's right 
of unlimited debate llic senate i-ulcs 
committee has no such power. 

The only check on Ihe rules com- 
mittee la tho right to call up a bill 
by petition of 218 members, over 
rules' disapproval. Such peUtlons 
lU-e extremely rare. 

With such nearly absolute power, 
Representative Budge said with 
relish, "Nothing gets through con- 
gress without the approval ot the 
rules committee." Certain amend- 
ments oro aften required before the 
chairman will even call his commit- 
tee to consider a bill.

Filer Woman Has Almost 
10,000 Different Buttons 

Button, button, who has the but- 
ton?" isn't a' gome for Mrs. W. H, 
Dlerker, Flip. It Is a hobby and she 
Is Just a few short of her goal of 
10,000, each one different. 

The collection started with a gift 
of 80 buttons from Switzerland in 
1037, to her daughter, who later 
turned over the more"" than 600 she 
had, collected to her mother. 

Even 600 buttons are a lot In one 
container to sort through and com- 
pare so she attached them to 0-by 
11-inch cardboordB. A few years 
later when she became actively in- 
terested in the hobby she discovered 
she had accidentally chosen the 
proper way to display them accord- 
ing to collector's annals. 

Button collecting has' been pop- 
ular for many centuries beginning 
with sea captains who brought them 
home ffom foreign lands. 

In fact, says Mrs. Dlerker, the 
history of civilization can be traced 
through the fasteners hundreds of 
years before the birth of Christ. 
The ancient way of fastening gar- 
ments together was by means of 
tie-stays, buckles, pins and brooch- 
es until the button was Introduced, 
Buttons are made of many differ- 
ent materials and Mrs. Dlerker has 
examples of each, porcelain, glass, 
pearl, leather, vulcanized . rubber, 
wood, brass. Iron, silver, bone, paper, 
plastic, clay, ivory horn and vege. 
table ivory. The latter material Is 
the nut of palm trees and Is a pop- 
ular material for suiting buttons as 
it takes dyes readily to match any 
fabric. The common pearl buttons 
are made from sea shells, such as 
pearl oysters, river mussels and 
abalone. 

The classlflcatlus of buttons arc

or of one type. Mrs. Dlerker re- 
calls one collection that was restrict' 
ed to thn three-hole typo but she 
said In her more than 9,500 buttons 
she has only one of these. 

Each one of her cards, or trays as 
she explains they arc properly call- 
ed contains from 58 to 158 buttons. 

Some of tlie trays are made up In 
a design, some 'in rows and some 
because of their size and shape are 
sewn on at random. One tray de 
plots an American flag made for 
display purposes which she doesn't 
plan to remake to hold the addition 
al star for Alaska. 

Her trays are fashioned mostly as 
to color, material or use. One tray 
holds military buttons, including 
ones from the Civil and Spanish 
American wars and World wars I 
and II. Another holds overall but' 
tons Only and another features t 
button from her mother's wedding 
dresa In 1875. 

On a tray of novelty buttons, she 
points out one of six In a grape de 
sign which wius followed a number 
of years later by the others, one at 
a tliQo varying In color and to 
dogree In size tomlng from widely 
scattered places, 

Each card lists any peculiarities 
or special slgnlficlance of the but- 
ton and the amount of buttons on 
tho card to simplify tabulation, 

Through collecting the fasteners. 
Mrs. Dlerker said she Jiaa met many 
people. Her record of everyone who 
has given her buttons, where they 
are from and how many, reads al- 
most l|ke a book. Many countries 
and states are represented. 

Mrs. Dlerker said she believes

Imployment Problem Doesn't Exist 
For Operator of One-Man Sawmill

I Jny Huddleston, Curry, Is one 
man who has solved the unemploy 
ment problem. He simply doesn't 
employ anyone. This sounds simple 
enough, but he runs a sawmill by 
himself, and that's not simple, 
I . By combining a select group of 
I Junk Items and conventional sawmill 
I parts Huddleston created a one 
man sawmill, enabling him to 
wrestle four and one-half ton logs 
on a sawing table and saw them 
Into lumber. 

Huddleston's sawmill Is designed 
so the logs stay stUl and the saw 
moves. Huddhston got tbo Idea sev- 
eral years ago iflien sofffdShir 4cM 
him about a quarry mill that was 
designed In a like manner. In about 
six months he finished the sawmill 
In his spare time. 

The saw Is mounted pn an old 
Buick chassis and Is powered by a 
1046 Cadillac engine. The entire rig 
rolls on a track, enabling the mill 
to go forward and nibble off planks 
up to 40 Inches In width and 4 
Inches thick from the stationary 
log. 

The track it old rallrond track 
in-old-Bulo! 
drums. Huddleston built the track 
60 feet lonp so he can take the lum- 
ber that has been sawed to a stack- 
ing area.

$600 to $1,200 more pay. 

"It's hlRh time wo recognize and 
correct this Ibr," he says, "The qucs 
tlon Is whetlier we are going to groi 
or stagnate." 

Since (952 the number of ttudeiit.s 
In Twin Falls schools lias jumped 
from 3.855 to 5,124, and the mmiljcr 
of teachers has necessarily risen 
from 141 to 199. 

"If this Increase In the number of 
teachers were happening only occa- 
sionally It would bo one thing, but 
happening year after year It pre 
scnts co.st problems that hove to be 
faced and corrected," he says. 

"According to the lotest reporl.s 
from Idoho's state department ol 
education the average teacher's 
gross pay In Twlii Palls county is 
$4,127 a year. The Twin Falls district 
has been cmployirig an average of 
10 extra teachers a year. 

"By present salary standards this 
takes extra money In excess of $40, 
000 a year tor the teachers' .salaries 
alone. But increased enrollments 
and more teachers also require more 
classrooms, more desks for pupils, 
more textbooks, more supplies of 
every kind, even to caps and gowns 
and high school diplomas, all of 
which keep Increasing In cost in the 
spiral of Inflation, 

"In the spring of 1055 0 citizen's 
committee was organized to deter- 
mine needs for more school build 
Ings and help get approval for 
them. That coipmlttep noted that 
unlesff'-mote "3fasarooths weriJvBUlIt 
Twin Falls elementary schools would 
have to resort to half-day sessions 
by the fall of 1966. Many people 
probably were never convinced of 
the accuracy of the prediction," he 
believes. 

About 1,200 real property owners 
voted "no" on the bonds for new 
elementary schools. Fortunately 
two-thirds of the real property own- 
ers approved and no half-day ses- 
sions have ever been necessary," he 
explained

Practical Work With Implement Firms 

I SOHL, Feb. 7— Twelve Buhl high 
ictiool student^ In the farm me- 
Jhanlts course are getting practical, 
In-the-Job tridnlng vMth six Buhl 
l»m Implement companies. 
1 The course Is taught by Fred J, 
Watasley, Buhl high school voca- 
llonal Jigrlculture teacher. The 
toursc was started in t^e fall of 
1857 by Walmsley in an 'effort to 
live Etudents practical experience 
In working with various types of 
•ami machinery. The .(gi-tbe-Job 
Tralnlnu Is given six weeto oii't of 
the 36-week farm mechanics course. 
I The six-week training begins aft- 
Ir the students have had a semester 
pf class study and theory on the 
Ineclianlcs of farm machinery. Usu- 



ally the first six weeks of the second 
semester are devoted to the tralnlns. 

During this phase of their train- 
ing the boys meet for the last two 
class periods of the day, five days 
weekly, and work in pairs at six dif- 
ferent Buhl implement companies. 

They work under the constant su- 
pervision of regular mechanics. 
Walmsley, as teacher of tlie class, 
supervises the boys' work also by 
going from shop to sliop inspectins 
their work and .Uielr rate of prog- 
ress. 

Walmsley sajis, "After they've had 
this practical experience they can 
do much of the repair work by 
themselves." He says after they re- 
turn tb class study they continue 



the .itudy of tractor maintenance 
and overhaul. 

Walmsley believes there are sev- 
eral advantages to this type of work. 
"The practical work with the me- 
chanics gives students personalized 
instruction they couldn't get in class. 

"It .-jliows the limitations of what 
the farmer can, and can't, do in his 
own fai-m workshop. It gives the 
students a more basic understand- 
ing of tractors. It teachers them 
trouble- shooting techniques. It 
makes up-to-date equipment avail- 
able to them." 

And Walmsley adds that students 
seem to have a greater Interest In 
the course be4iUBe of the practical 
training. They are more serious

st)<m|( their, work,. "Most of these 
boys "will eventually make their liv- 
ing pertaining to faniihiK— whethc: 
Ills actually farmlnir or not Is hard 
to say." It Is for that rea.son Ilial 
Walmsley has requested the differ- 
ent Implement companies- lo make 
the training as coniprclicnsive a.s 
possible. 

The boys are graded by the me- 
chanics under whom they work 
'They are (graded on what the me- 
chanics Uiink, not what I think," 
.^nlmsley says. 

The boys work in piiirs and tlirv 
usually pick their own partncis 
Each boy U graded by ilie mechanic 
on five different aspecl.s. aptitude, 
willingness to work, ability, coopera- 
tion and workmanship 

After they return lo cla.sswork. 
each boy writes a report on the skill;, 
he has learned and al.io gives an 
oral report to the cla.'is, Walmsley 
says this tends to give the group Uie 
beneftt.R of each individual's experi- 
ence. Each boy kccp.s a diary of 
evei'y Job during the on-the-job 
training. 

The boys are working at the Buhl 
Implement company. Dana Imple- 
ment company. Mountain Stales 
Implement company. Valley Tractor 
and Implement company, Andy and 
Bcb's Motor company and the Ekert 
Motor and Implement compony. 

■WJien the cla.ss started last year, 
Walmsley says. "I Just contacted the 
Implement companies and asked 
them If they would cooperate on 
the program. They were all eager to 
help." 

Last year one of the boys was of- 
fered a Job by one of the Implement 
companies. 

Walmsley says he believes Buhl is 
one of the few schools in this region 
that is carrying such a program. He 
adds that many .schools have In- 
crea.sed their shop facilities and can 
offer the students experience in 
operating complicated .shop machin- 
ery, but he believes the on-the-job 
training has Its practical aspects. 

This course la Just part of the 
four-year course in vocational agri- 
culture, which offers the students 
training in the entire scope of form 
management. » 

During the first three years of 
high school the students meet for 
one class period a day. In their sen- 
ior year they meet for two class 
periods. Walmsley believes the on- 
the-job traintag adds a great deal of 
student Interest to the senior year. 

The. class has had a great deal of 
parent interest. In addition to stu- 
dent interest. The on-the-job train- 
ing was done last year on an experi- 
menta-l basis, and this year the stu- 
dents requested that It be continued. 

Wolmsley says there has been 
only one complaint so far— some of 
the parents have complained that 
the students have gotten bo absorbed 
in their work that they have missed 
the school bus home.

She wanted lo start a 
niorlunry in Shoshone, but she was 
married in 1908 before she had fin- 
ished high school and iaclied the 
Inch .school diplonin neer.s.sary be- 
fore the state would giant her 
license.

men actually had sold 43,700 pounds 
of kokoiiee during 1055 at an aver- 
age price of 50 cents per pound. 
These llsh. retailed at Just over a 
dollar a pound for a total of (43,OS0. 
U capitalized at four per cent, the 
commercial fishery on the lake 
would have amounted to a figure In 
excess of one million dollars that 
year. The potot must be made, how- 
ever, that the average commercial 
fisherman earned only (5.50 per day 
on the lake, less expenses.

For 
lake Fend OreUle alone, however, 
creel census, figures show estimated 
total catc)i^l_bluehaoka_ranghig 
Tromll<,013 In 1053 to l,33li,891 the 
following year. 
Although kokanee- are believed to 



have "planted" themselves at Lake 
Pend Oreille, It Is notable that 
they havo been stocked by fish and 
game workers In other bodies of 
water and have thrived equally well, 
hence total aimual catches of the 
species exceeds two million fish. 
They now are found at Priest, Big 
Payette, .'SVorm and Coeur d'Alene 
lakes and Island Park rcaervoh-.

It was necessary to 
continue the creel csnsus study over 
several years because of the lour 
year life 'tycle' of the little fresh 
water blueback. 

The commission has placed re- 
strictions on commercial flshhig on 
Pend Oreille over the years as 
deemed necessary.

Veterans Administration Local Office 
Helps Some 15,000 Vets in This Area 



since 1M6 the Twin Falls office of 
Itlie veterans administration has 
I been answering questions and ad- 
ImlnlJterlni! to the needs ol more 
I than 15,000 veterans living In Magic 
Iville;' 

In 1858 the local otilce had a lO' 
lui 01 6,266 visitors, 2,915 telephone 
llnlailews, wrote 2,686 letters and 
Iprepued a total of 2,158 forms and 
lipptotlonj for veterans' benefits. 
J Accordlnj to Arnold Helwege, of- 
I fleer In charge of the local office, 
I most veterans turn to this office 
I when they need aid or advice con- 
Icemlflg many matters as veterans. 

The local contact officer serves a« 
I the liaison man between the veteran 
I end the veterans administration 
[center. 

Helwege says his Job h6a many 
I facets and since he Is the only vet- 
lerans administration man In this 
I general area he Is kept constantly 
Ion the go advising veterans ahd 
I their families. The Job Isn't a dock- 
I punchtag lob and he receives phone 
■ calls at an; time of the da; from 
{veterans wanthig hiformatlon and 
I advice. He ha5 even been called out 
lofbetf. 

He recalls several years ago he re- 
Icelved a telephone call at ^ ajn. 
1 from the Twin Palls sheriff. A man 
I had barricaded himself in a room, 
I and some people claimed the man 
I was a runaway, from a VA mental 
I hospital. The sheriff wanted to know 
I what lo do with the man when he 
I apprehended him. 

Helwege checked arid found out 
I what hospital he belonged In and 
I the man was eventuall; returned to 
I the hospital. 

_He has even helped local doctors 
[locate an artificial kidney to help 
J the treatment of an ailing vet- 
tran; 

Although such cases are not un- 
I common, most of the work done by 
I the ,<ef flee concer ns less d ramatic 
mattersr" " ' ' ' 
Insurance work la one of the big 



veterans administration duties. Hel- 
wege points out that more than 
8,500 veterans in the orea hold GI 
insurance policies valued ot nearly 
forty-four million dollars. He re- 
celve.s many Inquiries from veterans 
wanting to know If they can pick up 
their GI Insurance. 

"Most veterans when they served 
In the armed forces had term poli- 
cies. If a 01 term policy is allowed 
to lapse because of failure to pay 
premiums and it remains lapsed 
when its 5-year-term period comes 
to an end, the policy will expire. 

"Once expired it Is gone for good," 
he says. "It carmot be replaced." 

He adds, "The only persons who 
are still permitted by law to take 
out new GI pollcl^ are disabled 
Korean veterans and they must do 
so within one year from the time the 
veterans administration determines 
their service-connected disabilities. 
For all other veterans, the law does 
not grant them the right to apply 
for new Insurance." 

Helwege urges veterans of World 
war 11 and the Korean war who are 
not carrying GI InsiUTince on terms 
to consider converting It lo a per- 
manent-plan. As a respit of recent 
legislation Korean war veterans are 
allowed to convert now. 

"What many veterans fall to real- 
ize," he says, "Is that a term con- 
tract becomes extremely expensive 
In later life. The premiums on a 
permanent plan may be somewhat 
higher to start but they will never 
Increase. 

"Term premiums, on the .other 
hand, go up every five years and 
they become higher when veterans 

nra lanat phlK t.n pny, Intpr In.llfn. 

"Another tip for veterans Is that 
they st)Ould make a periodic check 
of their listed beneficiaries to mak6 
certain that the Insurance proceeds 
will be paid Ui i^ccordance with their 
wl.shes ." 



He adds, "Veterans many. They 
have children, and If they want 



their wives and children to receive 
the proceeds, they must notify the 
veterans administration." 

Another big ]ob (or the office Is 
the administration of the GI loans. 

According to Helwege, veterans of 
.World-wnr~II- and-thc- Korcan~win'' 
have borrowed more than forty mil- 
lion dollars for homes of their own. 

"Defaults on the GI loans num- 
ber a mere 4.800 or les.s than one 
per cent of the total number of loans 
granted," he says. 

He adds, "Here In Idaho the ex- 
perience hns been even better, out 
of the total of more than 14^00 
loans there have been only 36 home 
defaults, or less than one-fourth of 
one per cent of the number of 
loans." 

. Helwege notes that the average 
veteran pays out $13,500 for his 
home, and 72 per cent of the veter- 
ans have purchased ^ew homes. 

There are some common miscon- 
ceptions about the GI loan. "When 
a veteran sells property acquired 
through a VA loan, the first thing 
for him to do Is have the purchaser 
obtain his own financing, because If 
the veteran permits the new pur- 
chaser to assume his GI loanj. the 
purchaser is not assuming the vet- 
eran's liability. Therefore, if there 
is a future default on the property, 
the VA must hold the veteran fi- 
nancially' liable for any loss Incur- 
red," 

A common misconception is that a 
veteran can obtain only one QI loan. 
This Is not true under certain con- 
ditions. 

Helwege notes, "The loan can be 
restored If the veteran Is transfer- 

rpri hy hli empln ypr nr mnvpg for 

othef compelling reasons and Is 
forced to icU his property. The VA 
may restore his' entitlement Co an- 
other 01 loan In the new area If 
the original loan is paid off In full." 
•-He-eontlnuesr"If^he-veteran-Tloes 
permit the new purchaser to assume 
the GI loan. It Is possible, with VA 



approval, for the veteran to be re- 
lieved of liability, providing the new 
purchaser has a good credit rating 
and stable employment." 

Although GI loans compose a ma- 
jor portion of the office's work, Hel- 
wege says the work is fairly evenly 
divided between the various bene- 
fits. In the winter the office works 
a great deal with hospitalization 
In the spring, building begins and 
loans comprise a good portion of the 
work, and in the fall, when school 
beginsr the office works With veter^ 
ans educational benefits. 

According to Helwege the benefits 
Include compensation, pension, edU' 
cation, training, GI loans, life Insur, 
ance, hospltallzi^tion, domiciliary 
care, outpatient medical and dental 
care, burial allow.ance, headstones 
and burial flag. 

"The nation's veteran population 
now totals 32,800,000 veterans ol 
wars in which the U, S. has taken 
part," Helwege says, "Eighty thou- 
sand of these veterans live In Ida- 
Wo." 



"The veterans administration 
plays a big part In their lives be- 
cause it is the agency that has the 
responsibility to administer the va- 
rious veterans' benefits to former 
members of th^ armed forces and 
their dependents," he says. 

To Illustrate the size ot the entire 
operation, Helwege says the admin- 
istration maintains 23 milllpn rec- 
ords of veterans and their depend- 
ents. "Seventy per cent, or more 
than 16,300,000 served during World 
waf II and'today their average age 
Is 40. More than 6 million served 
during ' the Korean war with an 
average age of 26 yeara, and less 
than three 'mlUlon served during 
World war I, with an average age ot 
65. There are 69,000 Spanish Ameri- 
can War veterans, with an average 
age ot 81." 

To keep up with tlie many de- 

lands of the veteran s . Helw eg6|th^ 
manages to provide what he calls an 
"Itinerary service" to Burley and 
Rupert twice a month, on the sec- 
ond and fourth Wednesdays, 

He sets up a tem porary of tlce from 
10"a.m. Tintinroon at the employ- 
ment office in Burley, and frpm 1 
pin. until 4 pm. at the employment

Ragland notes that one of the best 
sources of teacher recruits are the 
qualified teachprs who are wives of 
men engaged in otiier o<;^patlons 
in Twin Palls. 

"Young teachers are sadly miss- 
ing from Idaho public school teach- 
ing staffs. Twin Falls today hns 60 
teachers out of 188 who are 50 yeai's 
ot age or older. The average age ot 
the faculty Is definitely rising, 

"It would be ot incslimable value 
to Idaho if school support, could be 
of such amount as would attract, 
and retain young people to teach 
and to become qualified for positions 
of leadership when replacements^ are 
needed. 

"When proper recognition Is ac- 
corded to teachers in Idaho and the 
entire country, this shortage of 
teachers will be overcome. And to 
postpone solution much longer is 
neither necessary nor discreet." 

Ragland notes, "The schooling 
parents were accustomed to Is slm^ 
ply not adequate today nor suffi, 
clent for the needs of the futiu-e. 
The question seems lo be, "De we 
stand for Improvement, or do we 
simply teach rcadhig, writing and 
arithmetic." 

In addition to the three "R's" he 
notes there Is an increased student 
and parent demand^lQr.new nln.s.ws, 
such as expanded language pro- 
grams, and for adequate counseling 
services; all of which compound the 
problem and raise the cost of educa- 
tion. 

Ragland says that a statewide sur- 
vey last summer by Idaho Citizens 
for Education discovered the major- 
ity of citizens believe the problem 
of financing the state's schools Is 
the most outstanding problem faced 
today. 

"This was a strong public endorse- 
ment of the problem," he asserts. 

As nearly as I'm able to deter- 
mine the great majority of states in 
the nation appropriate money to 
guarantee at least a minimum Jevel 
or standard of education," he says. 

"Idaho .took up the practice ot 
state aid under the equalization act

The U.8, weather bureau repdrls _ _ 
that for the last two monthsjifoeqlSrgely- 
o( the nation has been undergoing, 
winter temperatures that are colder 
than usual. 

And, according lo Its latest 30-day 
forecast, the best woy for you to es. 
cape the fivers this month Is to 
head for either the West or East 
coast, 

- These two areas are expected to 
-enjoy above normal temperature! 
while the rest of the- country con- 
tlniles to freeze. West coast residents 
liave had an abnormally warm win- 
ter since the season began. 
■ 'Weather experts place blaine to 
"iHe frlgfd wcalhef which l)as ex- 
tended far south on a series of air 
waves that are located between 10,600 
and 40,000 feet above the Earth. 

Charted on a wealJier map they 
look like simple outlines of ocean 
waves, Each rises northward to o 
crest and drops forming a trough. 
Moving from west to east, the waves 
are the force that can? the' polar 
and southern air masses throughout 
the country. 

As they move through the two air 
masses, the waves iorce the air 
masses to follow a rising and falling 
pattern. For instance; waves located 
above the northern regions will 
nudge the cold air over their crests 
and Into the troughs. 

How far the cold air travels sputh- 
word depends 6n the depth of the 



troughs. Weather experts explain 
that the troughs Jiave been excep; 
tlbhally deep this year. Therefore^ 
polar air has been able to spill into 
southern regions. 

The disastrous floodt that struck 
the MIdwcjit In January, were due 
ISrgely- to the waves' effect on the 
warmer ah- from the south, Theih 
pushed some of this air hito the Ohio 
valley and Pennsylvania causing 
spow and Ice to melt. 

However, the warm air was soon 
struck by told air which poured in' 
to the trough of another wave. The 
result was a heavy rain which caus. 
ed floods when It combhied with the 
melting Ice and snow, 
. Another result of coUlslona be' 
tween warm and cold air this year 
has been snow storms which have 
covered large sections of the coun, 

try^ — — 

The reason why the East coast Is 
expected to warm up this month, 
weather experts say. Is becau^ the 
cold air troughs that have been 
hanging over It are expected to shift 
to the West. 

But what Interests weather experts 
most about this whiter Is the con, 
tlnuous extra-warm seasonal tem. 
peratures on the West coast. One 
reason for this phenomenon, they 
explahi, Is that the coastal waters 
off California have been warmer 
than usual. Thus, air blowing across 
them Into the itate alio has been 
warm. 

Another reason Is that more wlnd^ 
than usual from the southern air 
mass have been striking West coast 
areas.

A high proportion of 
women 85 years old or over suffer 
from the effects of a decline of 
function In the Inner ear and tljc 
connections of this organ with the 
brain. 

Nearly three out of four women 
ot this age or beyond suffer from 
dtezlness, a rl^ of falling, and even 
. more from 'difficulty In gettlni! 
around In the dark. A hlsh pro- 
portion—nearly 70 out of 100— are 
hard of hearing. 

These changes ore disturbing. The 
combination of dizziness and dif- 
ficulty In getting about in the dark 
enormously Increases the danger to 
elderly women of broken bones. 

Men who live to this age suffer 
In a similar way, but there Is some 
questllon as to wheUier the men 
who survive so long are as liable to 



serious ear dlflcultjes as the women.
